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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1-72 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of prior art 
teaches or suggests a dual- sectioned, grounding bushing comprising a first section hinge end and 
a first section latch end of the first bushing section, the first section hinge end and the first 
section latch end of the second bushing section, first section hinge knuckle structure of the hinge 
means and first section latch knuckle structure of the latch means integrally formed with the first 
bushing section, second section hinge knuckle structure of the hinge means and second section 
latch knuckle structure of the latch means integrally formed with the second bushing section, and 
a hinge pin insertable into the hinge pin-receiving structures for pivotally connecting the first 
bushing section to the second bushing section, a hinge pin axis of the hinge pin-receiving 
structures being collinear with the pivot axis, the first and second section arc lengths forming an 
annular, dual-sectioned, grounding bushing and combine with all of limitations in the claim.
